Theſe pleading the Practice of their Fore- 


fathers, whom they , forgetful of their true

| tans. made a mixture of both thele, and added

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cob, believing themſelyes deſcended from them, ! 
and ſertled in this Land' ever lince the depar- || 
ture of Moſes out of Egypt ; in the mean. time' \1 
upbraiding the Jews, that their Religion was } | 
only founded on Hearlay and Opinion. | 
The. Jews juſtly eſteem'd theirs, the Holy 
Temple of Jeruſalem, where God appear'd be- | 
rween the Cherubims, where was an unqueſtio- | 
ned Succeſſion of Prieſts to miniſter, and where 
their Kings had always offer'd Sacrifice. 

On the other ſide, the Samaritans boaſted 
their Mount Gerizim as the Place choſen of 
God; where Abraham ( as their Tradition: | 
would make them believe) in obedience would 
have offer'd up his Son JJaac, and where Jacob | 
returning out of Meſopotamia worſhipp'd. ; 
| Nay, ſo were they poſlelsd with a belief 
of the Antiquity of their Temple, that in the 
time of Prolomy Philometor, about a hundred 
and fixty years before Chriſt, they undertook, 
with the hazard of their Lives, to prove it 
before that of Jeruſalem, even our of the Laws | 
of Moſes. So ſtrangely miſtaken may the fond | 
boaſts be of Succeſſion and Antiquity, and ſo little 
Credit to be given to bare Tradition.

Religion that this be 
proper,to-be.cltabliſh'd, no other being agree- 
able to the Nature and true Notion of a God ;

And I. I ati to ſhow what is meant by 
Wor ſhipping God in Spirtt. 


1. Then dowe worſhip him in Spiric, when 
we are poſfeſsd with a true and lively tenſe of 
his Divine Majeſty, Power, and Rule over us; 
humbly acknowledge his unſpeakable Good- 
neſs ; fo adore his- Inhgize Wiſdora which 
ſearches our hearts, chat we in all things ſub- 
mit to his All-wife Will : When we love him 
with all our Hearts and all our Souls, and yet 
fear and reverence him as a Father,, and with 
the, greateſt chearfulnels. obey whatſgever he 
has, been pleasd to command us. When we 
not only give up our Souls pure and ſpotleſs, 
But keep our Bodies roo. fir Temples pe the 
Holy Ghoſt, _and chus join, offer up-gur 
ſelves one Reaſonable Service. 

For when we. have once this true and awful 
Notion bf the Almighty, we muſt and ſhall 


eXert 
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exert our ſelves in -a&ts of Piety and publick 
Teſtimonies. of, Devotion. Expreſs our Senſe 
of his Power and Rule by our daily Supplica- 
tions ; our Acknowledgments of his Goodneſs 
by our continual Praiſes ; our Love by our 
Chariry to our Neighbours, and Zeal for his 
Worſhip and Service ; our Fear, by our ab- 
ſtaining from the leaſt appearance of Evil, leſt 
we offend ſo gracious a Father. 

And all this with Humilicy and Reverence, 
Decency and Order, with Obedience to Au- 
thority, and reſpect to thoſe whom he has ſer 
over Us : Theſe being moſt certain and fpiri- 
cual Duties, nay the only things wherein we 
are capable of teſtifying thar we really do 
worſhip Film in ſpirit. And once come up to 
theſe. juſt and awfal Thoughts of the Divine 
Majeſty, which produce ſuch true a&ts of De- 
votion and: Piety, How agreeable to his Na+ 
rure muſt be this our Sacre -how much be- 
yond whatever the policy of the wiſeſt Hea- 
then could invent ; nay even what he himſelf 
infticuted in the Jewiſh Religion ? 

God is a Spirit ; Thar is, a Being Incorpo- 
real and Immaterial ; his Worſhip 142 hs 
ought to be like Himſelf, rcfin'd and ſpiritual, 


and

and to deduce its Source from the Reaſon and 
Soul of Man ; not to conſiſt barely in out- 
ward Acts and Things meerly Corpoceal. 
'Tis confe(s'd God had permitred, nay com 
manded fuch a Worſhip under the Old Law ; 
bur this was only CR and fitted for a 
People carnal and ftift-neck'd ; but now the 
fulneſs of time was come, it no longer ſuited 
the Divine Majeſty, he thcrefore commands a 
Worſhip more Real and Divine. lt therefore 
our Actions do not proceed from the Heart 
and Soul ; that is, from a lively Faith, fervent 
Love and fincere Principles of Holineſs, they 
can't be acceptable ro God, nor is this our 
Worſhip agrecable to his Nature. But if they 
cake their Riſe from the Heart, then are they 


a ſpiritual Worſhip ; for thus are they ſpiritual 


in their Original, Source and Cauſe, and: bear 


ſome proportion even with the Almighty. himt- 
ſelf, who 1s a Spirit. And this I cake to be the 
true meaning of worſhipping in ſpirit. 

How groſsly then do they err-who would 
make all Religion to confift in Notion and 
Talk, and frame to themſelves a Worſhip that 
ſhould have nothing of reality in- it, bur at 
once mock both God and Man? Theſe are 


they. 
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they that-are above Ordinances, and all man- 
per of Rule, guiged, by Fancy and 2 francick 

Zeal, which they put on to: deceive the gidd 
Multitude with a noiſe of Holineſs: who think 
ic enough to vent and boaſt thejr Notions of 
the Power and Excellency of Faith, but never 
take care to ſhew it by their Works ; nay e- 
ſteem che preſling of them as neceſſary to Sal 
vation, nothing leſs than Superſtition and Po- 
pery : that will talk of Love ta God, and Fa- 
miltarity with che Perſon of Chriſt ; and yer 
forget their Obedience to. the Magiſtrates whom 
he has ſet aver them, and hate, back-bite and 
ſlander theix Neighbour :. that pretend to the 
reateſt Zeal for God's glory; yer are fo far 
43 abhorring Sacriledge, that tis one great 
Mark of their Gadlinels. Bleſſed God ! If 
theſe be the effects of {piritual/Warfhip, we have 
chang d'for the worle, and. are much farther 

from Heaven than the Few or Samaritan. 

Others there are that go. not lo. far, yer urge 
this Text, againſt all;manner of Ceremonies, 
and, preſcib d Forms, of, Devotion. Are we, 
lay they, to worſhip bin in ſpirit * what mcans 
then this Show. and outward Pomp, this Ru- 
brick and thele Forms? Shall, we again be 
bound 
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bound up with Jewiſh Slavery ? Are we not 
promis d the Aſſiſtance of the Spirir, and ſhall 
Chriſt dye in vain to free us ? 


We willingly confeſs that the Worſhip under 
the Goſpel is more refhin'd and ſpiritual than 
that under the Law ; but that it ſhould be 
wholly ſo, debarr'd of all ourward Ceremo- 
nies, we affirm to be againſt the PraCtice of 
all Ages, nay, utterly impoſſible. Is not che 
whole Queſtion here concerning Publick 
Worſhip, the one falſe and idolatrous, the 
other groſs and carnal; and is it any other 
than a Publick Worſhip that our Saviour op- 
poſes to them, Spirit to the one, and Truth 
tro the other ? Is not the very Word he uſes, 
2e99wwa, moſt expreſſive of an outward AF of 
Devotion and Adoration ? Did ever the Jews 
who knew what they worfhippd , do it without 
Ceremony ? And have we not Examples eve- 


ry where in Holy Writ, even from our - Savi- . 


our and his Apoltles; of external Acts of Ado- 
ration ? Nay, which perhaps' is a greater Ar- 
gument to theſe men, do not they themſelves 


ule them 2 What mean elſe their {et Looks, 
C for- 
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formal Voice, and torc'd Geſtures ? In ſhorr, 
all comes to this, they will, they muſt have 
Ceremonies, bur they mult be of their own 
making ; and their diflike is greater, 'tis to be 
feard, to the Church that enjoins em, than 
co the Things themſelves. "T's true, the Law 
{ball give place to the Goſpel, nor ſhall there 
be any appointed Place for Sacrifice, for that 
it ſelt ſhall be aboliſhd; bur worſhip we 
muſt, and how that ſhall be done without 
preſcribd Place, Time., and Order, is abſo- 
lutely inconceivable. Still we mult worſhip 
in the beauty of holineſs; and though we. are 
neither confind to Jeruſalem or Mount Geri- 


zim, yer muſt we not forget the aſſembling our 
ſelves together. 


As for the Objeftions from hence againſt 
Set Forms, and the Pretenſions to the. Spirit, 
How vain and frivolous are they? Where is 
{uch- Aſſiſtance promis'd ? or upon what ac- 
count indeed necellary ? Let theſe Pretenders 
to ' Inſpiration work Miracles too, and then 
we ſhall believe theſe extraordinary Gifts of 
the Holy Ghoſt, which we rightly now judge 
: | already 


Sak MK hn. 
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already ceasd. Belides, fo little reaſon have 


they, that the very Opinion contradicts ir 
ſelf, and what they pretend an Extemporary 
Effufion, is no more than a Form to all the Aud:- 
tory, who are tyd up to thoſe Words they 
are pleas'd to pur together for them, and are: 
often work'd up by Heat and Paſſion to fay 
Amen to no better than Nonſenſe ; ſometimes, 
[ fear, even Blaſphemy ir ſelf. Strange is it, 
char men otherwiſe ſober, and that will nor 
venture a Sermon, which they only addreſs to 
the People , withour Care and Accuracy of 
Wording, ſhould yer dare to entertain Com- 
merce with God at all adventures, buoy'd up 
with a little Popular Applauſe and Self-con- 
ceit ! Moſt evident it is, that what they 
would make the World believe is immediately 
from Heaven, is attainable by Memory, and 
a Volubility of Speech , and perfeted by a 
oreat ſhare of Confidence. Then do we tru- 
ly worſhip in Spirit, when afrer our Bleſſed 
Saviour's Example we pray with Warmth and 
Devotion in a ſound well-weighd Form of 
Words ; nor does the Almighty ever deny 
his Aſſiſtance , or the Petitions of ſuch Ado# 
ICrs. C. 2 y0 
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So ſenſible has all the World been of the 


Neceſlity of a Form , that there is no Age or 
Church that has left themſelves at liberty; 
nor was it ever thought on, till Religion grew 
a Blind for Faction and Intereſt. We wor- 
ſhip not as the Jews did , with ſuch Ceremo- 
nies as are ſigns and figures of things to come ; 
thoſe we know are and were to be aboliſh'd: 
But our external viſible Services imply the 
Truth of the Promiſes already exhibited, and 


our outward Acts are teſtimonies of our in- 


ward Faith, Love, Humility, and other Chri- 


ſtian Virtues. Nor is it to be queſtion'd bur 
that divers Saints and Holy Prophets did in 
this manner adore ; nor 1s this taken away 
bur pertected by our great Lawgiver. Would 
it not be very ſtrange that Chriſtianity, which 
gives us Rules of Converſation and Civility, 
reaches us Obedience to our Prince, Submil- 
ſion to Governors, Reſpect and Kindneſs to 
all men in general, ſhould yer ſuffer us to 
make our approaches to the Almighty with 
Dilreſpect and Rudenels ! Yer do we not 
often ſee ſuch'men as will pay due Reverence 
to a Neigh-50ur or Equal, ruſh into the Place 


of 


the Lord-Mayor, CC, 
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of Worſhip , and the Preſence of God him- 
ſelf, without che leaſt ſhew of Devotion and 
Reſpect ? 


Tis allow'd, all men in compariſon of the 
oreat God are equal, and Titles ceale when 


we have regard ro one Omnipotent : Bur this 


ſhould be fo far from leflening, that it ſhould 
infinitely heighten our outward Acts of Sub- 
miſhon and Humility : Is he not our Maſter, 
where is then our Reverence? Is he not 
our Lord , where is then our Fear > Thus 
on the one {ide have ſome wander'd from 
the meaning of the Text; nor do the Pa- 
piſts leſs err on the other, who are fo far 
from worſhipping in Spirit ,. that they ſtill 
retain that Sacrifice that was once offer'd 
up for all; thac cloud and load their Reli- 
gion with innumerable Ceremonies; that 
content themſelves with repeating ſo man 
Prayers , and conclude they have then fut- 
ficiently worſhipp'd , when their Ser-task is 
finiſh'id. Now how inſignificant and fapleſs 
muſt this Devotion be , how unacceptable 
to the God of Purity and Omniſcience , 
that

that ſearches the Heart, and expets a-re a- 


 ſonable Service ? Or how can it be agtee- 
able to Him who ſent our Saviour into the 


World to remove this very Bondage from 
the Jews, and to eſtabliſh a Spiritual and 
Divine Worſhip ? Nay, can it ſatisfy a man 
of Senſe and Conſideration ? Yet ſo far 
can the Prejudice of Cuſtom and Educa- 
tion prevail, that this is the known Pra- 
Etice of thole that protels that Religion. 


Happy ! thrice happy are we then in the 
Conſtitution of our Church ! May it long fo 
flouriſh. 


Whilſt we have no Ceremonies but what 
Decency require, and Primitive Practice al- 
lows; have Inſtructions plain and eafy, 
Prayers ſerious and accommodate to the 
meaneſt Capacity, and ſo free from juſt 
exception, that we may well queſtion that man's 
Underſtanding, always his Charity, that refuſes to 


fay Amen. 
But thus much of the Firſt Particular.

For though nothing hinders but they 
may be here taken one for the Expoſiti- 
on of the other 5 yet have we ' hitherto, 
and ſhall {till rrear of it as it was oppos d 


to the Falle Worſhip of the Samaritans ;, 


which was now to be aboltſhd, and 
they no longer to worſhip they knew 
not what on Mount Gerizim. So that by 
it is forbidden all Corporeal Repreſentati= 
ons of the Almighty ( for fo the Samari- 


tans did worlhip him), as all mixture of 


' Heatheniſh Superſtition and Idolatry:: Who 


are ſaid in Scripture to belye the Almigh=- 


ty, whilſt they chang d the truth of God in- 


to a be, and fſervd the Creature as | or 
with the Creator, who 1s bleſſed for ever= 


more. 


[Then, do we worthip him in Truth, 
when in ſerious and devout Meditation we 
can work up our Thoughts above all 

things 
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things maaterial ; when- we only contem- 
plate a Being incorporeal , infhnite in all 
thats orcat and good , wad to hint a- 
lone, as ſuch, offer up our Supplica- 
tions. 


What ſhall we ſay then to the Roma- 
niſts, who would fill confine the Almigh- 
ry to Mount Gerizim ? What elſe mean their 
Prayers and Offerings , their fam'd Shrines, 
their long and nicns Pilgrimages to ſore 
particular Chappel, or renownd Altar ? 
Still have we the Boaſt of the Practice of 
their Fathers, though equally falſe with that 
of the A, and a Religion made 
and upheld by Superſtition and Policy, de- 


liver d down as Primitive. 


Still have we a mixture of Idolatry in 
their Worſhip; nay , the God of Heaven 
almoſt dethrond by a Crowd of teign'd 
Saints and counterfeit Miracles, With what 
— Tawdrinefs ' are their Churches 
I'd > How are their Altars beſet with 
Puppets, the variouſnels and ridiculouſneſs 

of 
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of whoſe Dreſs ſerves only -co amuſe and 
divert the Traveller > How do they dare 
ro repreſent the Almighty under the De- 
cays of Age, "and lye proſtrate before 
each Image their Fancies prompt 'em to 
chuſe ? This is the daily Practice of all 
in general; and if this be not Idolatry , 
certainly there never was any yet: Nor can 
we ever diſtinguiſh berween the Opinion and 
general Practice of a Church, fo far as to 


excule them. 


To conclude : 
Ler us that have a plain and eaſy 


Rule to walk by , ſo carry our elves 
between theſe two- dangerous Extremes , 
as by our Examples to promote and up- 
hold the Well-being of the belt of Churches.
